Someone may dem ur at this and 
put Christian character at the helm, but I 
m aintain that we cannot have the I test 
C hristian character w ithout good health. 
Many a blemish of tem per th at is charged 
to the natural depravity of the human 
heart can be laid to disordered digestion 
and a superabundance of carbonic acid 
gas ” 
Our individual experience will at­ 
test the truthfulness of this assertion. 


PHYSICAL HEA LTH 
Is necessary to perfect spiritual health. A 
deceased body is a fearful clog to the 
higher spiritual life. 
I t will soil and de­ 
face and drag it down. 
It will sooner or 
later deform or dw arf it. 
F or this reason, 
physiology is as essential a 6tudv as the­ 
ology. 
A oorrect knowledge of it is as 
necessary to e a r wwU-bei .g. 
N et lf»«T T 
think th at the interests of this life com­ 
pare in importance w itk the undying in­ 
terests of the next, but it is a question in 
my mind w hether we shall ever be l«d to 
seriously consider the higher interests of 
the future if we are indifferent to or ig­ 
nore those of the present. 
If the sins of 
commission were placed over against those 
of omission, I am inclined to think that 
the latter m ight overbalance those of the 
former. 
If we are to be held responsible 
not only for w hat we are but w hat we 
m ight have been, who can estim ate the 
awful measure of th at responsibility? 
Aod what a« obstacle to the might- 
have-been of life, and to character, to 
m enial growth and spiritual advancement 
is a weak and ailing body. 
There is more 
loss, more violation of our weightiest ob­ 
ligations in the disregard to the laws that 
govern our physical being than the care­ 
less thinker has ever dreamed of. 
The 
law- of health should be one of the studies 
of lioine. 
Mothers, as far a3 you are able, 
train your children to a careful knowledge 
of the laws of health, so that their bodies 
mav tiecome fitting temples for the in- 
<1 a th in g of the life that is “hid in Christ.” 
REQUISITES FOR HEALTH. 
Simple, wholsome, well-cooked food is 
one of the first requisites for health. 
The 
following receipts are wholesome and in­ 
viting : 
Bouillion of Beef.—Take six pounds of 
round beef, all in one piece, three carrots, 
two onions, handful of cabbage sprouts, 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, cut up in a 
little flour, sw eet, herbs, table m ustard 
one teas|>oonful, four quarts of water. 
Cover the beef w ith w ater and cook slowly 
one hour. 
Cut the herbs in strips and 
cook slowly in salted water for twenty 
miuutes ; throw this w ater away and skim 
the soup well and add the vegetables. 
Stew all slowly two hours. 
Take out the 
lieef and brown slowly in a good oven. 
Take half the vegetables from the pot and 
keep warm. 
Rub the rest through the 
colander, season, boil sharply for five m in­ 
utes, adding butter and vegetables and, 
having dished your beef, lay them very 
hot with it. 
French 
Lemon 
Custard.—M ilk, one 
q u a rt; eggs, four; lemon, one; sugar, six 
ounces. 
But the sugar in the milk and 
use only the lemon |>eel; boil the milk, 
sugar and peel tifteeu or twenty m inutes; 
beat the yolks of the eggs to a cream and 
add to the boiling milk : boil till all is 
thick. 
Never use the whites of the eggs, 
but, if you prefer, you can whip them to a 
still froth and make a sort of frosting of 
them for the top of the custard. 
Broiled tomatoes—.Select firm, ripe to­ 
matoes; cut them in two and place them 
upon a well-greased broiling iron. 
Put 
them over a clear fire and broil, first on 
one side and then on the other. 
Now 
place on a hot dish and pou. over them 
melted butter, seasoned w ith cayenne pep­ 
per and salt. 
Serve immediately. 
H andy pudding—To one quart of milk 
and the yolks of three eggs, add sugar to 
taste and one tablespoonful of corn starch. 
Let it come to a b o il; pour out to cool, 
beat the whites of the eggs with sugar, and 
put on top and set in the oven to brown. 
Flavor with lemon.

ugubrious than a poor whistlerjwho insists 
upon splitting tne air crosswise with tor­ 
turing chrom atics. Persons with sedentary 
habits, or those whose occupation takes 
them apart from m ankind in general, arc 
often given to whistling. 
Sailors and 
shepherds are generally quite proficient in 


the musical pucker. 
The solitary h ill 
watchers of Scotland have produced pro­ 
verbial whistlers w hich even the poets 
have deigned to notice, and in the long 
watches of the night poor Jack has amused 
him self by the shrill enunciation of the 
“ F isher’s H ornpipe.” 
Shakespeare says, 
■“The seaman's whistle is a whisper in a 
gale of wind.” 
Sometimes whistling sup­ 
plies the place of thought, for Dryden 


lie trudged along unknown what he sought. 
And whistled as he went for want of thougnt.” 
This mode of expression has not infre­ 
quently served to stay the courage of many 
a little bosom : 
"The schoolboy, with his satchel in his hand, 
Whistling along to bear his courage up.” 
O r as Dryden again has it: 
“ Whistling to keep myself from being afraid.” 
A sturdy whistle well off the lungs has 
kept many a “jabberwock” from leaving 
the graveyard to attack the lonely passer­ 
by. 
Some names are credited with having 
created fame by their whistling. 
Cowley 
speaks of the “foolish whistling of a 
name,” and Pope exclaim s: 
“Or, ravish’d with the whistling of a name, 
See Cromwell, damned to everlasting fame.” 
Indiscriminate and sutfeVi w histling is 
used to express anything—rage, wonder or 
surprise. 
The whistle, too, serves as a 
warning, a call or a command. 
“W histle, 
and I’ll come t’ye, my lad,” says the girl 
in the old-fashioned ballad. 
This must 
have been a favorite method of attracting 
the attention of the fair sex, for we find in 
Beaumont and Fletcher’s “ W it W ithout 
Money” a sim ilar assurance. 
Our school 
readers all contained the solemn parable 
of poor R ichard about paying too dear for 
one’s whistle, and Goldsm ith tells us of 
the man who 
"Cast off his friends as a hunter his pack, 
For he knew when he pleased he could whistle 
them back.'' 
T he wetting of whistles is an entirely 
different thing, and is not confined to men 
alone, for we have th e’ evidence of Chau­ 
cer th at “So was hire joily whistle wel 
wette.” 
T he old proverb warns us th at 
“ Whistling gifts and crowing hens 
Always come to some bad ends.” 
B ut we prefer to th in k th a t 
. 
“Whistling girls and good fat sheep 
Are the very best things a farmer can keep.” 
Some whistlers have attained a great 
proficiency. 
I have known them to take 
part in entertainments, even w ith orches­ 
tral accompaniments, and whistle “The 
Carnival of Venice,” “T he Mocking Bird" 
or “Old Folks at Home.”

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


A p p l e T oast-W a t e r.— T oast a slice of 
bread very brown and crumble into large 
E 
ieces. 
M ix these w ith two or three 
aked apples, and over them pour a quart 
of boiling water. 
Sugar to taste and 
strain. 
, 


P in e a p p l e a iie.— After removing the 
skin of a pineapple, grate or chop it, and 
sprinkle w ith powdered sugar. 
Pour a 
quart of boiling water over it, and sweeten 
to taste. Strain, and set on ice to chill 
before serving. 


Sour M ilk 
M u ffin s.—One egg, two 
cups of sour milk or butterm ilk, half tea­ 
spoonful salt, half teaspoonful soda dis­ 
solved in hot w ater; 
flour to make a stiff 
batter. 
Beat hard to get very light, and 
bake quickly, in rings, before it falls. 
Clothes 
B ask ets.— W icker 
clothes 
baskets are now made beautiful things for 
the corner of bedroom or h a ll; the round­ 
ed fronts have a fiat back to rest against 
the wall and a close-fitting lid. Enameled 
with pink, blue or white Aspinwall, o r 
w ith any of the new American enamels, 
they are daintily ornamental. 
R asprerry Co r d ia l.—Crush one pound 
of raspberries and stir into them one 
quart of water and the juice of two oranges; 
add a sliced lemon, cover and let the m ix­ 
ture stand two hours, then strain and add 
one pint of sugar. 
Cool on ice before 
serving. 
Cher#.-, grape or blackberry cor­ 
dial may be made in the same way. ' 
Bi.ACKnEr.RY 
Co r d ia l.—C rush 
ripe 
blackberries, and to each gallon of juice 
add one quart of boiling w ater; 
let it 
stand twenty-four hours, stirring it a few 
tim es; strain, and add two jiounds of sugar 
to each gallon of liquid ; 
put in jugs and 
cork tightly. 
This is excellent for sum­ 
mer complaint, and can be taken by deli­ 
cate invalids. 


M il k 
L em onade.— Peel 
twenty-four 
lemons and put about one-third of the 
riuds into three quarts of hot water. Rub 
the other lemon peels with white sugar. 
Squeeze the lemons and add 1A pounds of 
w hite sugar. 
Add the water and rinds 
and three quarts of boiling milk. 
Mix 
and strain through a jelly bag. 
Put it on 
ice to use on the day after it is made. 
It 
will keep two days. 
V in e y a r d P o und Ca k e — One ligh t 
pound of flour, one pound of sifted sugar, 
down weight, one pound of butter wasiied 
well from salt (and the water all worked 
out or the cake will not he ligh t), a gill 
glass of rose-water or sherry, 
two tea­ 
spoonfuls of powdered m ace; beat ten eggs, 
separated, 
very ligh t; add the volks to 
the creamed butter and sugar, and stir in 
the whites after the flour, sim ply draw­ 
ing them in with the licater.

The Christian Secretary (Baptist, H art­ 
ford,) has made an alarm ing discovery.

There is no kind of hocus- 
pocus by which these old doctrines can be 
made acceptable to the modern mind. 
If 
God has deliberately passed by a part of 
m ankind w ithout making salvation even 
possible for them , then the W estm inster 
Confession needs no revision. 
If it is pos­ 
sible for every man to be saved, then the 
Confession needs something more than a 
reinstatem ent of doctrine.”

you give up your house, and stop paying 
rent when you are away for ten weeks ? 
Don’t you even leave a maid in the house 
and pay her regular wages?’ 
1 talked 
thus frankly with him, and he did not 
have much to say in repiy, but I noticed 
th a t he did not go in to see the sexton, 
and 1 think the sexton will receive the 
usual check from him at the close of the 
summer quarter.” 
The independent says : “ We confess to a 
feeling of most hearty sym pathy w ith 
Bishop Potter of this city in his strongly- 
worded protest against the putting on the 
programme of the coming Church Con­ 
gress the name of a clergyman who has 
denied two of the articles of the Apostle’s 
Creed. 
This protest, which has been 
backed up very strongly by The Churchman, 
and which will be received with satisfac­ 
tion by the entire Church, will make it 
very uncomfortable for the Committee of 
the Church Congress. 
The fact th at Mr. 
MacQuearv is a clergyman in good stand­ 
ing in the diocese of Ohio does not make 
it at all proper that he should he invited 
to take a prom inent part in the Church 
Congress. 
The fact th at such strong objec­ 
tion is raised to bis appearance on t he pro­ 
gramme does make it seem a little incon­ 
gruous that lie should remain a clergyman 
in good standing in one of the dioceses of 
the Church. 
If it is im proper to invite 
him to read a paper at the Church Con­ 
gress because lie has denied two of the 
fundam ental articles of the Christian faith 
—those concerning the incarnation and 
resurrection of Jesus C hrist—it is difficult 
to see how it is proper that he should oc­ 
cupy any of the pulpits of the Church. 
We wait to see what will be the result of 
the storm of objection 
which has been 
raised to his 
appearance on the pro­ 
gramme of the Church Congress— whether 
the committee will retain him or w hether 
it will bow to the storm and ask him to 
withdraw his acceptance. 
W e are sure 
that the Church speaks by the m outh of , 
Bishop Potter, and that if the programme ¡ 
remains unchanged the Church will speak 
again in still stronger tones.” 
U rging the better education of M etho­ 
dist ministers, theN ashville Christian A d ­ 
vocate says: “The tim e ought to he near at 
hand when educational collections will lie 
as close to the heart and conscience of the 
Church as collections for missions or anv 
other cause. 
N or is this all. 
Education 
is not merely a costly process; but it also 
turns out a costly product. 
To educate a 
man is to m ultiply his wants, and to in ­ 
crease his desires. 
We are verv 
well 
aware of the fact that this declaration has 
its _ lim itations; but, these 
apart, it is 
strictly true. 
For example, education be­ 
gets a love for books, and books cannot be 
had w ithout money. 
The best ones__ 
books of reference, eneylopadias, diction­ 
aries, commentaries—cost much money. 
If our people want a race of cheap preach­ 
ers they should shut up the schools and 
colleges, discourage ail high intellectual 
aspiratioD, and take such candidates as 
come w ithout reference to their spiritual 
quality or mental power. 
This they will 
not do; but many of them will keep up 
the old and inconsistent habit of com­ 
plaining because they are not better served, 
w ithout stopping to reflect that they them ­ 
selves by their own stinginess make better 
service an impossibility. 
There are some 
of our congregations that, if they were to 
tell their exact feelings, m ight well insert 
the following advertisement in the public 
prints: 
‘W anted—a preacher of the Gos­ 
pel. 
H e must be young and vigorous, a 
gentleman, a scholar, and an orator. 
In 
addition to this, he must have a natural 
aptitude for pastoral work and a w illing­ 
ness to do it. 
No inferior nor mediocre 
men need apply. 
If we can get just such 
a man as we want we shall try to pay him 
$400 per annum, though there is a possi­ 
bility of our occasionally falling a little 
short of this sum.’” 
“Saratoga” 
says 
[in 
the 
Evangelist 
(Pres.): 
“It is now apparent th at a de­ 
cided majority of the Church desires a 
real and thorough revision of several of 
the most im portant chapters of the W est­ 
minster Confession, with a view to bring­ 
ing it into closer harmony with the spirit 
and tone of the New Testam ent Scriptures.. 
And yet, while this is the (act, the instruc­ 
tions given to the Revision Committee are 
such that if literally carried out, the r e - ' 


stilt m ight be a tem porary defeat of th e 
wishes of the majority. 
For those in­ 
structions do not read, as they m ight have 
been expected to, that the committee shall 
propose no alterations that ‘will in any­ 
wise im pair the integrity of the Reformed 
or Calvanistic system of doctrine as taught 
in the Scriptures of the W ord of God.’ 
Had this been its charter, would not the 
desire of the Church at large been more 
truly m et? 
Construed rigorously, how­ 
ever, does not the closing paragraph of the 
resolutions creating the Revision Com­ 
mittee in effect exalt the Confession of 
Faith above the Scriptures ? 
And if this 
be even remotely true, will the Presbyte­ 
rian Church oí America be satisfied to 
pursue a revision of its Confession of F aith 
on such contracted lines ? 
We think not. 
After a year’s careful study of the subject, 
the Revision Committee niay after all be 
eomjielled to make a report to the Assem­ 
bly ot 
1891, at Detroit, somewhat after 
this fashion : 
‘Fathers and brethren, we 
find that a majority of the Presbvteries 
desire changes in the Confession w hich 
by a strict construction of our orders we 
cannot recommend, the last Oeneral As­ 
sembly having lim ited us to changes th at 
will in no way clash with the present 
teachings of the Confession, thus unw it­ 
tingly, as it seems to your committee, ex­ 
alting the authority of our creed above 
that of the Bible.’ ” 
The Evangelist (Pres.) says: 
“ It strikes 
us th at Dr. W arfield is particularly un­ 
fortunate in the reference in his review 
note on the recent Assembly, to what he 
calls ‘the great unwisdom of the Assembly 
of 1889, in sending down its sweeping 
overture’ touching revision. 
The action 
thus characterized was not taken in haste, 
or w ithout the fullest debate and deliber­ 
ation. 
It was, moreover, the action of a 
very large majority, and m ight be said to 
have been practically unanimous, 
it was 
action taken on a petition from fifteen 
presbyteries, including some of the most 
intelligent and influential presbyteries of 
our church. 
It is not a little presum ptu­ 
ous to characterize such action in our de­ 
nominational review as a piece of ‘great 
unwisdom ?’ 
Do not the eonrlu-ions of 
our assemblies, on w ht ever subject, made 
after full consideration, deserve to be de­ 
scribed by those who differ from such con­ 
clusions. in language more deferential, 
especially on the printed page? 
Is it not 
also likely that such sweeping condemna­ 
tion as this will react unfavorably upon 
the Reviene, and those concerned in its 
management ? 
Certainly it could hardly 
be expected that the associate editors in 
our several seminaries would indorse such 
a judgm ent. 
We feel bound to add, in all 
good faith and in perfect candor, that we 
greatly doubt the propriety of referring to 
any among the advocates of revision as 
persons ‘who, while in the Presbyterian 
Chnrqh, are not of it,’ and to speak of 
them as ‘taking the oppnrlunitv' which 
the overture of the Assembly afforded, ‘to 
attack the very citadel of our creed.’ 
These are unw anantable allusions, and 
they are much more likely to do harm 
t han good. 
If there is no other evidence 
than this of ‘the great unwisdom' of the 
actioi#nken by the Assembly of 1SS9, we 
opine that such action will stand approved 
at the bar of history.” 
The Executive Committee of the Church 
Congress publish the following announce­ 
ment : 
“ rite General Secretary of the 
Church Congress having learned from the 
R ight Rev. the Bishop of Ohio that a 
clergyman appointed to speak at the ap­ 
proaching Congress in Philadelphia has 
become subject to ecclesiastical inquiry, 
and, w ithin certain limits, been inhibited 
Crotn the exercise of his functions as a ro- 
ligfiws teacher, the Executive Committee 
account the appointment as ipso facto can­ 
celled, and have so notified the appointee. 
The committee regard the opportunity as 
a good one for stating the principle by 
which from the beginning they have been 
guided, and by wnioh they propose here­ 
after to be guided in the making of their 
appointments. The ground taken has been 
-that all clergymen whose names were to 
be found on the lists annually furnished by 
the bishops of the several dioceses to 
their 
Conventions should be reckoned 
eligible as speakers or writers on the plat­ 
form of the Congress, and that thev had 
no right whatever to go behind such au­ 
thorized statem ent in determ ining the 
question of ‘good and regular standing.’ 
T heir action, therefore, in cancelling the 
particular appointm ent in question is en­ 
tirely in line with their established usage, 
and in no sense a departurj from it. 
To 
insure a broad and full discussion of the 
various topics the committee have been 
compelled frequently to select writers and 
speakers whose views individual members 
of t he committee did not and could not 
approve. 
As to the charge sometimes 
lightly made that the Executive Com­ 
m ittee have exercised their task of selec­ 
tion, during all these years, in a partisan 
spirit 
and with a view to favoring one 
phase of theological opinion or ei ¡esias- 
tical policy rather than another, the com­ 
m ittee hold th at no answer is necessary 
other than such as is afforded by the Con­ 
gress programmes themselves. 
W ere the 
correspondence of the committee to he 
opened to the public, even weightier evi­ 
dence would be forthcoming of their solici­ 
tude to give prominence to conservative 
speakers and writers rather than to those 
of other types.”

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THE SLEEPING PERIODS OF THE LAW. 


The Grand Jury of San Francisco in its 
report filed last week says: 
Dives and disorderly houses continue to dis­ 
grace some of our principal streets, and it is 
suggested that owners of such houses should be 
prosecuted for misdemeanor. The jury hope 
for zealous efforts by the Police Department to­ 
ward suppressing prise fighting, and that prize 
fighters will bo forced to seek some other city 
where they can pursue their disreputable pro­ 
fessions. 
The suggestion that the owners of the 
realty where disorderly houses are main­ 
tained should be prosecuted is wise. That 
may be termed striking at the root of the 
evil; punishment of inmates of such 
houses is but lopptng off' branches. The 
advice of the jury can well be taken in 
this and other cities. It applies with 
equal force wherever the dive nuisance 
exists. 
But when the jury expresses the hope 
that the officers of the law will drive the 
prize fighters into “some other city” where 
they can pursue their disreputable prac­ 
tice, it is uncharitable in entertaining 
the opinion that there are cities where 
slogging is encouraged by the authorities. 
But of course the jurors, while justified 
by the example of San Francisco officials, 
meant that San Francisco ought to expel 
the offenders by making it impossible for 
them to follow their base calling there. 
The implied conviction is that the jurors 
believe this can be done, and hence when 
it was not done in the past few months, 
with prize fighting openly conducted and 
attended by thousands of brutalized spec­ 
tators, the authorities were untrue to 
their obligations and purposely blind to 
the offenses committed. 
It is an interesting study to look into 
the history of various suspensions of the 
criminal law to which cocíais have con­ 
sented. The obligation upon the police 
to stop prize fighting is not greater to-day 
than it was years ago, or probably than it 
will be in years to come. But a craze hav­ 
ing set in for fisticuffs for prizes, and 
brutal face and body smashing for the 
satisfaction of onlookers with blunted 
sensibilities, the law, by some means diffi­ 
cult to define, became quiescent. It bad 
in that sleeping time no terror for the 
evil-doers, and even countenanced their 
crime, so far as the act of its official repre­ 
sentatives could do so. But when this 
shameful exhibition of the suspension of 
the written law had continued a given 
time, the statutes appear to have been re­ 
invigorated, to have regained their vitality, 
and now the vigor of the statutory man­ 
date is felt by those who attempted to 
defy it. Yet the sentiment of the great 
mass of the people experienced no change 
in this period of somnolence. It is now 
precisely what it was before the opening 
of the slogging era. 
The concession, 
therefore, of the law to the lawless was net 
real. It was apparent because its officials 
yielded to the demand of brutal instincts, 
and absolved themselves from the obliga­ 
tions of their oaths. 
That the American people experience 
no special shock from these acts of official 
disobedience, and that they quietly submit 
to this open defiance of their decrees by 
their official servitors, and actually con­ 
done their offenses bv applauding them for 
sudden return to duty, is one of the com­ 
plex phenomena of our system. 
These exhibitions of official yielding to 
the clamor of the lawless are frequent- 
Just now it is manifest in supreme disre­ 
gard by officials for the laws forbidding 
the advertising of lotteries and the traffic 
in lottery tickets. The idea of bringing 
offending publishers and others to the bar 
of justice for this impudent violation of 
the law, does not even occur to Grand 
Jurors, nor is there any evidence what­ 
ever that District Attorneys or public 
^prosecutors, or police officials take on any 
«ocern in the matter. 
Yet it would be impossible in this State 
to elect a Legislature upon pledges to re­ 
peal the law condemning these specific of­ 
fenses. 
The ]>eople simply submit for a time to 
a wave of lawlessness, under the belief that 
after a period of indefinite length the law 
will resume its sway, and respect for it be 
re-established. 
W hether these things re­ 
veal elements of strength or weakness in 
our social and our political system, is a 
question susceptible of possible division. 
W ithout entering upon its analysis now, 
we hold them to be testimonials of weak­ 
ness which tend to cultivate disrejiect for 
legal mandates, to encourage assaults upon 
orderly government, the administration of 
the laws and the maintenance of the in-^ 
tegritv of the judicial system. 
ENFORCEMENT OF SANITARY ORDI­ 
NANCES. 
Health Officer Starr explains that he 
never intended to be understood as saying 
that he feared, or could not afford to en­ 
force the health ordinances against rich 
men. 
What he wished to be understood 
as saying was that it was little use for a 
subordinate health officer to follow up 
cases of violations ot the health laws 
where he is not properly sustained bv 
juries or by the health officers superior to 
him. Mr. Starr was unfortunate, then, in 
his expression in the first instance, and 
out of which the article in the R ecord- 
U ní on concerning him and the instance at 
Third and K streets grew. His explana­ 
tion must be accepted that he meant to say 
that his office is one full of trouble, and 
that over and over again his efforts to en­ 
force the laws are frustrated by compro­ 
mises in Courts and by the weakness of 
juries, to say nothing of the failure he al­ 
leges against the other health officials to 


9econd his efforts to suppress nuisances. 
But this is only a shifting of res{ onsibil- 
ity. It remains that it takes a provok- 


ingly long time to compel an offender who 
has means to do battle, to obey the health 
laws if he is disposed to defy them. That 
the poor man may be brought “to time” 
with something approaching speed is un­ 
deniable, since for him the threat of arrest 
means something. If the Inspector is cor­ 
rect in lib statement, the superior health 
authorities need overhauling. True, some 
of them serve without compensation, but 
when they accept such trusts they should 
be as firm as if the places had comfortable 
salaries attached. If there b, as is be­ 
lieved generally to be true, a laxity on the 
part of some officials in pushing citizens of 
wealth to obedience of the law for fear of 
possible punishment, it b time that some 
examples of such cowardice b brought to 
light and some effective removals madg. 
The need is for the sanitary laws to be en­ 
forced rigorously in these hot valleys. 
It 
is not a hardship upon the people to do so, 
but a benefit to them in all ways. 
It is a fact for which we have the high­ 
est authority that in this city it is quite 
the custom for agents of property—and 
many owners, also—to refuse to attend to 
the proper sanitation of premises under 
their care or ownership until they are 
notified by a health official to do so, a 
custom that is vicious and must result in a 
vast amount of injury, since the health 
official is not expected to give notice until 
premises, because of neglect, threaten to 
become nuisances. True economy on the 
part of owners and agents would be to so 
care for premises that they would not 
reach a stage of neglect justifying the 
interference of health officers. 
So far as the officers of the health de­ 
partment are concerned, there b nothing 
to excuse them in permitting the continu­ 
ance of such a nuisance as that at Third 
and K streets for many months. If, as is 
represented, the waters being high in the 
ground prevented the cleaning and piping 
necessary, then it is also true that such a 
thing resulted from neglect in a season 
whin the waters were low in the ground. 
But if high water prevented the abate­ 
ment of the nuisance in the winter, noth­ 
ing should pardon the making of addi­ 
tions to it. If there could be no receptacle 
prepared for filth, then the premises had 
better be closed, no matter how great a 
hardship it might be upon the owner. The 
public health is superior to the need of 
any one to rent property. Officials ought 
to, and do know that truth, and it is there­ 
fore no excuse to say that because the sea­ 
son of high water prevents the construc­ 
tion of a cess-pool, which ought to have 
been built in the previous low-water sea­ 
son, therefore filth deposition may be made 
upon the surface all winter and drained 
into cellars and upon the property of 
neighbors. 
There is a grave error extant that be­ 
cause remedial conditions are hard, there­ 
fore one may maintain a nuisance until 
conditions are more favorable for its abate­ 
ment. There is neither law nor reason to 
maintain it. There is no man who would 
not rise in indignation if told that the 
filth from his neighbor’s closet must re­ 
main beneath the windows of hb sleeping 
apartment because it is inconvenient or 
costly at a particular season to remove it 
or to provide for cessation of the deposits. 
There has been too much of this sort of 
excuse in this city, and it b time for an 
end to be made of it. Premises attended 
to in time will never reach the condition 
when any such excuses need to be made. 
It b time that in this city, as in all 
others, we should give officials to under­ 
stand that they are sworn and salaried to 
do specific duty, and that what they can 
“afford” to do is their whole duty. It is 
not true that officers who do their duty are 
punbhed by anybody. On the contrary, it 
is the fearless man who wins the respect 
even of his foes. 
If the officials tell us that as against 
a rich man who refuses to abate a nui­ 
sance on hb premises they have no hope of 
securing judicial support, they are scarcely 
less blameworthy. It is not true that the 
Courts refuse to hold property-owners to 
accountability for violation of the sanitary 
laws. It is truth that if health officers 
prosecute with vigor, and are not dis­ 
heartened by an occasional failure, thev 
can win, and will receive public support. 
Even if they do not convict in all cases, it 
still remains their duty to continue to per­ 
severe and to prosecute. It is the fail­ 
ure or the cowardice of officers who 
have city, State and nation with armies 
and navy behind them if they choose, 
that brings upon the law the charge that 
it b a mailed hand to the poor and a glove 
of down for the rich. Society owe.3 it to 
itself to put the seal of condemnation 
upon all such expressions of cowardice by 
official decapitation of the public servants 
who truckle to wealth, or are fearful of 
punishment for doing official duty. 
There is not one law for the rich and 
another for the poor. That is the cry of 
the anarchists, but it b the action of 
obsequeous, fearful officials that give 
anarchism vitality, not the adminis­ 
tration of the law by the Courts. It was 
because of the abhorrence the R ecord* 
U nion has for all such official cowardice 
that it has made public what was be­ 
lieved to be the excuses of paid city 
officiab for dereliction of dutv. 


A SAY AGS ROOM MATE. 


“Sh ali. women ride astride?” asks our 
contemporary, the Call. For the third 
time we answer, “Certainly, if they wish 
to." IV ho in all this social custom dbcus- 
sion has advanced any reason, except that 
founded on the conventional prejudice, 
why they should not ? This we do know, 
astride and in a modest costume, women 
will ride with greater safety, in a more 
natural position, and therefore with more 
greater benefit to health, and infinitely to 
the advantage of the horse, which is at no 
time at ease under a side-saddle, and can­ 
not have that steadiness nor that sure­ 
footedness that he has when the rider b 
astride.

Mow the Ranchers In the Mountains 
Have Fun Fighting Forest Fires— 
The Deserter’s Cabin. 


My holiday, which was at first intended 
as a temporary affair, now threatens to pro­ 
long itself indefinitely, and, as far as my 
association with the great dailiesof Nevada 
City is concerned, to become permanent 
The lact is, I am not yet as plump and 
tender and full of new fire and spirit as I 
thought I should be after a few weeks of 
rustication in the woods. I am still able 
to eat six rashers of calieoed bacon, two 
pounds of fried potatoes, eight soda-and- 
salerratus biscuits, four ounces of butter, 
one pennyweight of jerked beef, seven pan­ 
cakes, five cups of coffee, two drachms of 
mush, three farthings of rancid cheese, 
nine grains of salt and pepper, and a pint 
of nigger-heel molasses for breakfast; but 
the thought that I have nothing else to do 
makes me very sad, and I do not digest 
well when I am sad. Sadness is not a fat 
producer, and I regret to say that I am 
here in the heart of the Sierra Nevadas, 
with all the most delightful scenes of hill 
and dale, forest and stream, and other 
things too numerous to mention above me, 
and still my shadow and my substance 
have not increased to an alarming extent. 
Since I left the camp on the Yuba two 
weeks ago, I have been making little tours 
of inspection to those places wherein I 
spent the first years of my existence. Af­ 
ter skirmishing around over the country 
for fifteen years, one naturally likes to am­ 
ble back to the cld home place, sit his tear 
jug in the shade of a tree, sit down on an 
ant hill and gaze for a while at his birth 
place. 
My birth place is not a very striking 
piece of scenery, and I think the landscape 
might get along without it. There is ño 
great mansion there, witli a haunted cham­ 
ber; 110 great oaks and pines, with nooks 
and whispered monodies; no old servants 
who remember the black 1 beep; no faith­ 
ful old dog to look up ami whine and die 
with joy at my return. There is nothing 
there at all like the old birth places we 
read about in books ; not even a log cabin 
with a coon skin tacked on the door. 
There is nothing more than a bare, yellow 
field, with the remains of an old cellar in 
the center of it, and the man who owns 
the field told me that at least one cow got 
into that cellar every winter and died in 
the mud, and he intended having it filled 
up just as soon as he had time to do it. 
I was born somewhere over that cellar, 
and I would like to preserve it, but the 
man said he would not sell the hole un­ 
less he could sell the whole ranch, and I 
put my money back and sighed a long, 
sobbing sort of sigh as I went away. 
But I did find one relic. Thirty years 
ago my father, who was a very handy hus­ 
bandman, and who could make all sorts of 
jimcracks craftily, made a trundle-bed, and 
in it I spent several years of my early boy­ 
hood. When I had grown so much that I 
could turn the grindstone, cut kindling, 
carry wood and water, wipe dishes, hunt 
the cows, rake hay, pick up stones in the 
field, run errands, milk the cows, feed the 
pigs, herd the calves, gather the eggs, 
carry the baby and look after the other 
children, and do many other little tasks of 
a light • and easy nature, the old trundle- 
bed was given to a more recent arrival, 
and I was given a voluptuous couch in the 
attic, where the hired man, and a great 
many other things, were wont to pass the 
night. When the old home place was de­ 
serted the trundle-bed was dragged out 
and thrown into a thicket. W hen 1 left 
the owner of the cellar I ambled into the 
thicket, huDg my harp on a buckeye bush, 
and sat down to weep, and my tears 
splashed down upon the only remaining 
hind leg of that dear old trundle-bed. 1 
took it tip tenderly, killed the centipede I 
found under it, and brought it away. Jt 
is all that remains of my babyhood. * 
Pleasant valley, where I was born, is a 
pleasant place in summer. It is in the 
foothills of tbe Sierra Nevada mountains, 
below the pine timber belt, but in the 
citrus belt, the quartz belt, the turkey belt 
and the polecat bell' There are more pole­ 
cats in Pleasant valley than in any other 
section of Nevada county, and it keeps the 
ranchers busy raising chickens to satisfy 
the voracious appetites of those amusing 
little insects. 
The polecat is another product of nature 
for which 1 can see no use. He is very or­ 
namental and adds greatly to the beauty 
of a landscape, at a distance of a few fur­ 
longs; but be is too familiar, investigative 
and beneficent, as well as distinktive, when 
viewed inore closely. 
As a pet, he is a 
failure. Society may worship the poodle but 
it will never tolerate the polecat, and tbe 
sooner this great truth is recognized the 
better. And yet there are polecats in so­ 
ciety. 
Pleasant valley is essentially a settle­ 
ment of ranchers, who raise hav, cattle, 
children and other live stock. Some of 
the residents have been in Pleasant valley 
since 1849, and are enormously rich, 
having managed 
to acquire several 
sections of land, around which they have 
placed several hundred thousand miles of 
barbed wire fence, which the same is a 
pastime to climb. Getting on the ragged 
edge in politics is nothing like getting on 
the ragged edge of a barbed wire fence. 
In Pleasant valley there is a man who 
once boldly asserted, and even swore, that 
he would never marrv. because he hated 
children. But he was mistaken in him­ 
self. He has been a married man for ten 
years, and has had two wives. He is still 
vigorous, although he is the father of four­ 
teen children. He was married with a 
musket to begin with, and now, when he 
wishes to ascertain the identity of his 
youngest child, he stands them all lip 
against the wall in the kitchen and uses a 
spirit level. 
. 
There is another father in Pleasant 
valley who was rather doubtful of the re­ 
sult of marriage. W hen Cupid came to 
him one day and jabbed his spear into his 
heart, lights and liver, and then went away 
humming a verse from little Annie Rooney, 
the poor young bachelor was sore dis­ 
tressed. Like Mr. Fiske, of Fresno, he 
was fond of shekels, and he was afraid that 
marriage would lessen his hoard. He loved 
the girl, but he also loved his gold, and for 
a long time he jionderetl over the problem 
until his head ached. He would think 
and think about it, and, going into the 
room where his treasure, was: 
"One cautious glance around he stole. 
One awful wink he wuuk; 
And then a terrible smile he smole. 
And his bags of chink he chunk.” 
An idea at last entered his weary brain, 
and he hit upon a plan. He lived alone, 
and cooked his own food. When he sat 
down to his lonely meals he placed two 
plates upon his table. One was for him­ 
self. The other was for her. When he 
helped himself to a piece of bread, a ladle 
of beans or a hunk of salt, fat pork, he 
placet! an equal quantity upon the other 
plate for her. In this way did he decide 
the question, and to-day he is a happy 
father. His wife has been dead seveial 
years. 
Near Pleasant valley, in a lonely gorge, 
is an old hut which has always been 
known as the Deserter’s Cabin. Many 
years ago a strange man, with one eye 
gone, entered the gorge, built the cabin 
and began a precarious existence, mining 
along the Yuba, on the Keystone, an auri­ 
ferous little plateau, and in the ravines. 
Where he came from was never known. 
He was very reticent, and shunned the 
haunts of men. Although he lived there 
for years no one ever learned his name. 
He was a veritable hermit, but no hunter 
ever left his cabin ahungered and athirst. 
He was a puzzle to the people who met 
him, and to this day his name, age and 
place of nativity are mysteries. 
One day he was found dead in his cabin, 
and near him, on a rough table, was a 
dirty piece of paper, on which he had 
scrawled; “My will. I am a deserter.” ; 
But death had stopped the writing before ! 
the man could add another word. Some- ¡ 
times, when there is a drouth or ranch-, 
ing doesn’t seem to pay, somebody goes i 
down into the gorge and hunts for the ' 


gold which the deserter is supposed to 
have had buried somewhere. 
Pleasant valley is also noted as the 
place where in early days the Argonauts 
indulged in many little sociable battles 
with the Digger Indians, and several 
scalps were lost on both sides. At the 
ranch of T. C. Brown there is a tree which 
has upon one of its branches three short 
bits of rotten rope. Twenty-five or thirty 
years ago three Diggers, who had trie»! 
very hard to earn a reward in Heaven bv 
raising tbe devil on earth, were seized by 
the settlers, placed upon mules and ten­ 
derly conveyed to the tree aforesaid, where 
their cravats were adjusted according to 
the prevailing fashion. 
Pine burs were 
then placed under t he tails of the mules, 
and the Diggers broke their necks getting 
oft'after the reward just mentioned. 
At present Pleasant valiev is being swept 
clean by forest fires, and all hands and the 
cook are out in force, whaling away at the 
flames with old brooms, shovels, branches 
of trees and other weapons. Fighting a 
forest fire is great fun. When the first 
sweet smell of barbecued chaparrel begins 
to permeate the air, and the smoke rolls 
up across the sun and makes the landscape 
look like a bad case of jaundice, then the 
rancher sends his hired man to the near­ 
est tear factory for a jug full of tears, 
shoulders a shovel, sticks a hatchet into 
his belt, spits on his hands and sets forth 
in the direction of the smoke. W hen he 
arrives at the scene of action he finds all 
his neighbors have done exactlv as he has 
done, and their tears flow copiously. A 
council of war is held, a leader is appointed, 
and gangs of men are sent oil'with orders 
to back-fire and whip out the advancing 
blaze. Then the fun begins. Each man 
works as though he had a mortgage on the 
earth and was about to foreclose; there 
is whooping and yelling and swearing; 
cinders get under shirts; lizards run 
up the legs of the fighters; hornets go mail 
and whack their stings into trees and 
rocks and men and things generally; the 
tear jugs are sent around with great regu­ 
larity, and the uproar is tremendous. Boys

D ays—Old P e te r LAssen’s Canoe 


—V arious I.ocal In cid en ts. 


The first attem pt at an official ennmera- 
tion of the inhabitants of California, after 
184H, was made in 1817, while Colonel Ma 
son was Territorial Governor. It was one 
of the first official acts of his Secretary of 
State, H enry W . Halleck, at that tim e a 
Lieutenant of Engineers. The only locali­ 
ties from which returns were made were 
the valleys of the Sacramento and San Joa­ 
quin and the then village of San Francisco. 
A correspondent of the U n io n , in a letter 
from San Diego, dated July 7,1860, sent 
some particulars thereof, together with the 
following review of the early history of 
this portion of the State: 
•T was the agent for Captain Sntter at 
the tim e [of the taking of the census] and 
assisted in the work. As we neglected 
m aking a m arine report for the Sacramento 
river, I give it here, as the contrast is as 
great as that of the population. The only 
regular packet running between the E m ­ 
barcadero of New Helvetia (now the beauti­ 
ful city of Sacramento and Capital of the 
State) and Yerba Buena (now San F ran ­ 
cisco) was Sutter’s launch Sscramen o, a 
seventeen-ton schooner. She was built by 
the Russian-American Company at Sitka 
for the sea otter service at Bodega, and sold 
to Captain Sutter in 1839. I fast saw her 
lying at W ashington, opposite your city, 
in 1858, roofed over and used as a house by 
salmon-fishers. 
She was coppered ana 
copper-fastened and officered and manned 
by Indiana—a captain and six men before 
the mast. The entire crew was changed at 
every trip, and she ran regularly. F re­ 
quently there was not a pound of freight 
to go down, but it was the only way we 
bad of getting our mails that were brought 
by men-of-war and whalers. New Yor’i 
papers were quite fresh to us w hen they 
were not more than one year old. 
“Occasionally the ‘Indian Queen,’ Perry 
McCoon Commander, a sloop of ten tons, 
would m ake a trip. 
Captain Sutter had 
another line running from New Helvetia 
to the Hock Farm on Feather river. The 
craft was an open yawl called the ‘W hite 
Pinnace,’ and was rowed and poled by six 
naked Digger Indians. 
Sometimes she 
would extend her trips to New Mecklen­ 
burg on the Yuba river (now Marvsville), 
to get a load of tallow and hides. Old Peter 
Lss^eo would m ake one or two trips a year 
from his ranch north of Chico, on the Sac­ 
ram ento river, to Yerba Buena in a canoe 
made from the trunk of a huge sycamore 
tree, in which he crossed the bay in perfect 
safety. 
“ The Mormons had a settlem ent up on 
the San Joaquin in 1847, and ran a sm all 
sloop. This constituted the mosquito fleet 
of 1846-7. 
W bat a vast change in thirteen 
years ! 
I saw a statem ent lately in the AU-a 
to the effect that the first steamboat that 
ever ploughed the inland waters of Califor­ 
nia was built at Benicia in 1849, and called 
the Pioneer. I made the first and only 
tripón Captain W illiam A. Liedesdorfil’s lit­ 
tle Russian steamer from San Francisco to 
New Helvetia. She bad no name, but has 
since been called the Sitka. At that tim e I 
was the New Helvetia (Sacramento) corre­ 
spondent of the California Star, but did not 
publish my notes of that trip, as Captain 
Leidesdorlf was very sensitive at that time 
on the subject of steamboats. The day 
after her arrival from the Sacramento river 
she was sunk by a southeaster, and went 
down in deep water, where Battery street 
now is lined by wholesale houses. 
We 
left San Francisco on the 28th of Novem­ 
ber, 1847, and arrived at New Helvetia De­ 
cember 4th—six days and seven hours on 
the briny deep. After the boat had sunk 
she was raised and hauled up by oxen into 
Busb street, above Montgomery. H er en­ 
gines were taken out and she was converted 
into a schooner yacht and christened the 
Rairjbow, and ran as a packet on the Sac­ 
ram ento river after the discovery of gold. 
W hat became of her after that Dr. Parker 
I presume, can tell.” 
The correspondent then goes on to give 
the result of the census of 1847, which 
fills several colum ns of the old U n io n , and 
from which these figures are taken: N um ­ 
ber of males of all nationalities in the 
country east of the Sacram ento and San 
Joaquin rivers on December 20. 1847, 11,­ 
756; females, 10.901; total, 22,657: cattle, 
20,000; horses, 2,500; mules, 70; sheep, 
2.0W; hogs, 1,0(K); flouring mills, 5 (water 
and horse-power); tanneries, 1; dwelling 
bouses, fiO; school-bonses, 0. 
Prom the Buttes northw ard—males, 10,­ 
065; females, 9 536; total, 19.601. 
The San Francisco census was taken by 
E. C. Gilbert. 
T hat town had 321 males 
and 138 females, a total population of 459 
Eight of the cbiidien comprising that 
num ber were born of im m igrant parents. 
There were two weekly newspapers—the 
Star, published by Sam Brannan, and tha 
Californian, published by H . R. Buckelew, 
»ucc.essor to Robert Semple. 
Calvin B. McDonald, who is now 
grinding out editorial thunder for an Ore­ 
gon journal—he who made the American 
Flag such a power during the war—was 
thirty years ago an obscure young man 
editing the Sierra Citizen at Downieville. 
H e was the Fourth of July orator at a place 
called Wet Ravine in that year (ISfXI), and 
the metropolitan press were m aking all 
sorls of ridicule over his oration, which 
was of the fiery kind. One passage was: 
I t is e ig h ty -fo u r years to-day sin ce th e loud- 
ta lk in g to n g u e o f In d e iie n d e n ce b e lt pro claim ed 
A m erican lib erty to th e w orld. 
4 a r a n d w ide 
h a s th a t p ro cU m atio n been ru n g to th e nations,

C oextensive w ith 
th e lig h t h a s gone th a t im m o rtal d e claratio n 
F o llo w in g th e e x p lo re r from 
th e 
rocks o f 
P ly m o u th to th e p ro m ontories o f A laska, it ha.s, 
th ro u g h th re e -q u a rte rs o f a cen tu ry , found a n ­ 
n u a l response w h erev er th e blood o f a n A m er­ 
ic a n q u ic k e n s w ith th e m o rn in g lig h t. 
McDonald coucluded his oration in these 
words: 


A n d w h e n th e su b lim e stru c tu re of o u r re ­ 
p u b lic falls, le t it be In th e ch ao s of natio n s. 
E v en th e n , m ay L ib erty , relzin g h e r stan d a rd , 
re lig h tin g h e r to rch a t th e com m on fu n eral 
p y re, ana m o u n tin g th ro u g h tu m u ltu o u s a n d 
te rro r-strick en clouds, stan d im p erish ab le on 
th e b a ttle m e n ts o f H eav en , a n d w ave a last 
good n ig h t to th e w orld. 
In those days the following was 
given as the favorite recipe for an editorial 
beverage, and the worst of it is it was too 
generally observed: 
"Take one pint of 
whisky; stir it well with a spoontul of 
whisky; then add another pint of whisky; 
beat carefully with a spoon, all the tim e 
ponring in more whisky. 
Fill a large 
iKiwl with water, and have the servant set 
it out of your reach. Take a tum bler, pour 
in two spoonfuls of water; then pour out 
the water, and fill up w ith whisky, and 
add to the above. Flavor with whisky to 
your taste. 
Result—a stunning editorial.” 
Tbe fact was published thirty years 
ago that, in 1837, A braham Lincoln, then 
a mem ber of tbe Illinois Legislature, pre­ 
sented a report taking issue with a series of 
, resolntions asking the Government to abol­ 
ish slavery in the District of Columbia. 
Lincoln was then a strong enem y of 
slavery, but in bis report he condemned tbe 
policy of the Abolitionists, and held that 
the question was one that should be deter­ 
m ined by the people of the District. 
_ 
A call was issned for the organiza­ 
tion of a Bell and Everett party in this 
city. It was signeil by A. P. Oatliii, H. O. 
Beatty, C. S Coffin, Jam es Maddux, David 
Meeker. R. H. McDonald, L. A. Booth, B. 
H . Ivee, G. W . Bowie, John H. Gass. M. H. 
Fowler, G. W. Davie, Daniel 8 Hayden. J. 
H. Shirley, O. W. W hitlock, Jam es Scott 
and Jam es Queen. 
A parly of Piute Indians came 
upon a young man one dav on the bank of 
a stream n Laing valley, Nev , and a des­ 
perate fight ensued. 
The w hite 
man, 
though badly wounded, m ade a gallant 
stand, killing three of tbe savages and dis­ 
persing the others. H e was found th,e 
next day and taken to Steamboat Springs, 
w here bis wounds were attended to. 
The 
Douglas Democratic 
press 
were objecting to Joe Lane, Breckenridge’s 
running mate for the Vice-Presidency, be­ 
cause; H e spelled God w itha little y. 
He 
spelled barracks, harrojr. H e spelled dirt 
w ith two t's. There were some other ob­ 
je c tio n s , but these were deemed sufficient. 
Toll’s Hotel, on the corner of 
Seventh and K stree's, bad ju st been com­ 
pleted and opened to tbe public. It has for 
m any years since been known as the Capi­ 
tal. 
T he Sisters of Mercy had then 
purchased the property where the convent 
now stands, and were preparing to erect 
their first building thereon. 
A t Napn. July 28tb, John H -M o ­ 
ran, form erly of this city, was married to 
Miss Ju lia E. W hite, of the former place. 
Dr. Obed Harvey, the well-known 


Repnblican of this ootinty, then a resident 
of Plaoerville, was a warm adherent of 
Stephen A. Douglas. 
At Scales, S i« ra connty. two little 
children of a tam ily named K ing came 
hom e one day from tbie woods with a live 
rattlesnake which they had captnred. They 
were made to throw it down when the rep­ 
tile at once showed fight. 
The Marsh Jnvenile Tronpe were 
performing at the Metropolitan Theater. 
Messrs. Chalm ers & Bishop hsd 
just laid tbe in plant for the Red Bluff 
Independent. 
John Dowdell, who bad a farm 
near the river, some nine miles below this 
city, suddenly disappeared.

THE SWDOUHG BATHS. 


No Difficulty in Securing an E xcellent 
L ocation. 
The committee engaged in securing sub­ 
scriptions to stock for the purpose of estab­ 
lishing swim ming baths in this city has 
m et with such success, having secnred $10,­ 
000, that there is no doubt that this great 
public coDvenieuce will be supplied within 
a very short time. W hen a sufficient 
am onnt of stock is snbscribed a meeting of 
the snbscribers will be held and a corpora­ 
tion formed and a location for the baths 
selected. W here they will be located is a 
m atter that will rest entirely with the cor­ 
poration. 
W hen the first meeting looking to the 
establishm ent of the baths was held there 
was some discnssion in regard to location 
and there seemed to be an impression that it 
would bedifficuittofiudagood location, ex­ 
cept near the river, and the objection raised 
to that was th at the water would be muddy 
or else it would have to be filtered at a 
heavy expense. 
Since then it has de­ 
veloped tnat if there be objections to the 
river water good locations may be found 
where there are wells of clear, soft water, 
fully capable of aupplyiug the demand. 
The corporation will doubtless have several 
good places to choose from when the pro­ 
per tim e arrives. 
Mr. Jacob Gebert yesterday stated to a 
representative of tbe R e c o e d -U n io n that he 
was warm ly in favor of the establishment 
of the baths, and wanted to see the plan 
succeed. 
H e bad already subscribed $100 
aud would take more stock if it was neces­ 
sary, no m atter wheie the baths were lo­ 
cated, for he believed they would pay if lo­ 
cated alm ost any place w ithin the city 
limits. 
W hen the proper tim e arrived, 
however, he proposed to call the attention 
of the corporation to his half block on the 
corner of Twenty-first and O streets, which 
he believed, for various reasons, possessed 
more advantages than any other site in the 
city. H e was ready to sell the lot at a low 
price, or lease it fora term of years at anom - 
nal rental, or build the bath-house upon it 
and rent the whole thing, and at the same 
tim e pum p all the water at cost. 
F or this 
purpose he has excellent facilities on the 
block below, where he has one of the finest 
steel boilers in the city, with heavy 
pumping machinery, located over a practi­ 
cally inexhaustible well of clear, soft 
water. The ground is high, and is con­ 
nected by four stone sewers with the main 
sewer, so that the drainage would be per­ 
fect. 
It is located on the line of the street 
railway and is easily accessible from all 
parts of the city. In fact, Mr. Gebert thinks 
he can offer more inducem ents than any­ 
one else. But, as slated, the question of 
location is one that m ast be settled by the 
corporation after its organization, and it 
will probably be settled on pure business 
principles. 


ABOUT A STAND-OFF. 


A L ady’s Id e a of W h at C onstitutes D is­ 
tu rb in g th e P eace. 
Dr. F. L. Atkinson was in the Police Court 
yesterday charged w ith disturbing the 
peace of a Mrs. Adams. The testimony 
went to show that the doctor rented a 
house near the corner of Seventh and I 
streets to Mrs. Adams and her husband. 
She paid him $10 advance money, and be 
had the bouse renovated for her. 
After everything was in readiness for the 
tenants to move in, Mrs. Adams w ent to 
the office of the landlord and told him she 
would not take the house. She had re­ 
ceived a letter from M ontana which called 
her thither, and asked for the advance 
money which she had given the doctor. 
The latter explained to her that he had 
spent considerable cash in preparing the 
house for her, and did not feel obliged to 
return any of the monev. H e gave her $5, 
however. Bat this did not satisfy Mrs. 
Adams, and in the conversation that fol­ 
lowed Atkinson remarked; “ D 
n it I I 
won’t pay you another cent.” 
The prosecuting witness claimed that he 
afterwards met herself and husband on the 
street and used sim ilar language again. 
She therefore considered her peace dis­ 
turbed. 
Judge Buckley reviewed the case and dis­ 
missed the charge. He said he did not be­ 
lieve Mrs Adams’ peace was disturbed on 
account of the language used. H e recalled 
a part of the husband’s testimony, in which 
the latter said that when his wife came 
down-stairs after talking with Dr. Atkin- 
Bon, she made the rem ark that “ the doctor 
had raised hell” about it.

Swam p L and D istrict. 


Residents of the Swamp Land District 
im mediately south of the city, to the num ­ 
ber of about forty, m et at Oak H all yester­ 
day in response to the published call for a 
meeting of land-owners in that vicinity, 
the purpose being to consider matters in 
connection w ith the protection of the lauds 
on the east side ot the river below the city, 
and the advisability of forming a swamp 
land district. 
Among the more prom inent land-owners 
present w ere: Colonel Jam es McNasser, 
Daniel Flint, Jam es O’Neill, O. H . Lovdal, 
George Peters, E. R. Edwards, Carl M an­ 
ger, A. Grondona, W m. Cnrliss, John Neal, 
B. L Edwards, C. P. Massey, A. Rock, B. 
W . Cavanangh, J. H . H am ilton, John 
W illiams, Frank Joseph, J. C. Bnmgartel, 
Michael Twohey, E. H . Hopper, Joseph 
Grondona, R. Bberbnrn, F rank Asohnanet. 
C. C. Taft and T. B. Lovdal. 
Mayor Comstock, of this city, was also 
present, as a guarantee of the good will 
and feeling of the city in the matter. 
T he meeting was called to order bv Colo­ 
nel Jam es McNasser. Jam es O'Neill was 
elected Chairm an and E. R. Edwards Sec­ 
retary. 
After the Chairman bad stated the object 
of the meeting. Colonel McNasser spoke at 
length on the snbject of protection for the 
low lands below the city from overflow 
and the necessity for their reclamation.

The committee then adjourned to meet 
at the Golden Eagle Hotel in this city to­ 
morrow (Monday) at 9 o’clock a . m . 
After the adjournm ent signatures were 
received to a petition asking the Board of 
Supervisors to form a Swamp Land District 
embracing the lowlands between the river 
and the highlands, and from the city down 
to the vicinity of Freeport. The petition 
was signed by all those present. 


METAPHORICALLY 
SPEAKING. 


A C o ro n et’s J u ry SlU on th e Botly of 
T an Foo. 
-An inquest was held last evening by 
Coroner Clark on the rem ains of Yan Foo, 
the Chinam an who committed snicide at 
the City Prison on Friday morning. The 
deceased murdered a Chinaman at Court- 
land three years ago and then fied. 
Sheriff W. R. M cFarland of San Diego 
testified before the jury that he arrested 
the deceased and one Ah Dock about one 
m onth ago on account of an altercation 
which occurred between the two, and in 
which Yan Foo was injured. 
Ah Dock 
had told him (M cFarland) that Yan Foo 
murdered Gum Bac Lee at Courtland three 
years ago. After the m urder Foo escaped 
and went to his (Ah Dock’s) house at 
Stockton and told him that he had killed a 
Chinaman. 
Ah D ock s a id he c o n c e a le d th e m u r d e r e r 
fo r s o m e tim e , n n til h e b a d a n o p p o r tu n ity 
to g e t o u t o f t h a t s e c tio n of t h e ’ c o u n tr y 
w ith o u t b e in g d e te c te d . 
After hearing this statem ent from Ah 
Dock, the witness sent a telegram to Chief 
of Police Drew of Sacramento, asking if 
Yan Poo was wanted. Chief Drew re­ 
plied by wire, requesting that Poo be 
brought here. D aring the trip op the 
prisoner was continually watching for a 
chance to escape, but made no direct at­ 
tem pt. H e denied having committed the 
murder. 
Chief of Police Drew testified to having 
taken a photograph of the deceased to 
Conrtland. It was identified tbeie by tbe 
Chinamen as being that of Yan Foo, the 
mao who murdered Gum B ic Lee. 
Officer Rider testified to the fact of his 
finding the deceased dead in a cell at the 
City Prison on Friday morning, where he 
had hung him self with a silk sash. 
The jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that tbe deceased was the m urderer of 
Gum Bac Lee, and that he committed 
suicide by banging himself.

THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


REVIEW OF THE CENSUS TAKEN THIR­ 
TEEN YEARS BEFORE THAT

The first attem pt at an official enum era­ 
tion of the inhabitants of California, after 
1840, was made in 1847, w hile Colonel Ma­ 
son was Territorial Governor. It was one 
of the first official acts of his Secretary of 
State, H enry W . Halieck, at that tim e a 
Lieutenant of Engineers. The only locali­ 
ties from which returns were made were 
the valleys of the Sacramento and San Joa­ 
quin and (he then village of San Francisco. 
A correspondent of the U n io n , in a letter 
from San Diego, dated July 7,1860, sent 
some particulars thereof, together with the 
following review of the early history of 
this portion of the State: 
“I was the agent for Captain Sutter at 
the tim e [of the taking of the census] and 
assisted in the work. As we neglected 
m aking a m arine report for the Sacramento 
river, I give it here, as the contrast is as 
great as that of the population. The only 
regular packet running between the Em ­ 
barcadero "f New Helvetia (now the beauti­ 
ful city of Sacramento and Capital of the 
State) and Yerba Buena (now San F ran ­ 
cisco) was Sutter’s launch Sacramen o, a 
seventeen-ton schooner. She was built by 
the Russian-Anierican Company at Sitka 
for the sea otter service at Bodeea, and sold 
to Captain Sutter in 1839. I Tast saw her 
}ying at W ashington, opposite your city, 
in 1858, roofed over and used as a house by 
salmon-tishers. 
She was coppered and 
copper-fastened and officered and manned 
by Indians—a captain and six men before 
the mast. The entire crew was changed at 
every trip, and she ran regularly. F re­ 
quently there was not a pound of freight 
to go down, but it was the only way we 
had of getting our mails that were brought 
by men-of-war and whalers. New York 
papers were quite fresh to us when they 
were not more than one year old. 
‘•Occasionally the ‘Indian Queen,’ Perry 
McCoon Commander, a sloop of ten tons, 
would make a trip. 
Captain Sutter had 
another line running from New Helvetia 
to the Hock Farm on Feather river. The 
craft was an open yawl called the ‘W hite 
Pinnace,’ and was rowed and poled by six 
naked Digger Indians. 
Sometimes she 
would extend her trips to New Mecklen­ 
burg on the Y uba river (now Marvsville), 
to get a load of tallow and hides. Old Peter 
L is eo would m ake one or two trips a year 
from his ranch north of Chico, on the Sac­ 
ram ento river, to Yerba Buena in a canoe 
made from the trunk of a huge sycamore 
tree, in which he crossed the bay in perfect 
safety. 
“ The Mormons had a settlem ent up on 
the San Joaquin in 1847, and ran a small 
sloop. This constituted the mosquito fleet 
of 184G-7. 
W hat a vast change in thirteen 
years ! 
I saw a statem ent lately in the Alla 
to the effect that the first steamboat that 
ever ploughed the inland waters of Califor­ 
nia was built at Benicia in 1849, and called 
the Pioneer. I made the first and only 
tripón Captain W illiam A. Liedesdorff’s lit­ 
tle Russian steamer from San Francisco to 
New Helvetia. She bad no name, but has 
since been called the Sitka. At that time I 
was the New Helvetia (Sacramento) corre­ 
spondent of the California Star, but did not 
publish my notes of that trip, as Captain 
Leidesdorff was very sensitive at that time 
on the subject of steamboats. The day 
after her arrival from the Sacramento river 
she was sunk by a southeaster, and went 
down in deep water, where Battery street 
now is lined by wholesale houses. 
We 
left San Francisco on the 28th of Novem­ 
ber, 1847, and arrived at New Helvetia De­ 
cember 4th—six days and seven hours on 
the briny deep. A lter the boat had sunk 
she was raised and hauled up by oxen into 
Bush street, above Montgomery. H er en­ 
gines were taken out and she was converted 
into a schooner yacht and christened the 
Rainbow, and ran as a packet on the Sac­ 
ram ento river after the discovery of gold. 
W hat became of her after that Dr. Parker, 
I presume, can tell.” 
The correspondent then goes on to give 
the result of the census of 1847, which 
fills several colum ns of the old U n io n , and 
from which these figures are taken: N um ­ 
ber of males of all nationalities in the 
country east of the Sacram ento and San 
Joaquin rivers on December 20, 1847, 11,­ 
756; females. 10,901; total, 22,657: cattle, 
20,000; horses. 2,500; mules, 70; sheep, 
2.000; hogs, 1,000; flouring mills, 5 (water 
and horse-power); tanneries, 1; dwelling 
bouses, 60; school-booses, 0. 
From the Buttes northw ard—males, 10,­ 
065; females, 9 536; total, 19,601. 
The San Francisco census was taken by 
E. C. Gilbert. 
T hat town had 321 males 
and 138 females, a total population of 459 
Light of the childten comprising that 
num ber were born of im m igrant parents. 
There were two weekly newspapers—the 
Star, published by Sam Brannan, and the 
Californian, published by H. R. Buckelew, 
successor to Robert Semple. 
Calvin B. McDonald, wfio is now 
grinding out editorial thunder for an Ore­ 
gon journal—he who made the American 
Flag such a power during the war—was 
thirty years ago an obscure young man 
editing the Sierra Citizen at Downieville. 
H e was the Fourth of July orator at a place 
called Wet Ravine in that year (1860), and 
the metropolitan press were m aking all 
sorts of ridicule over his oration, which 
was of the fiery kind. One passage was: 
Jt Is eighty-four years to-day since the loud-

Plym outh to the prom ontories of Alaska, It has, 
through three-quarters ot a century, found an ­ 
n u al response w herever the blood of an Am er­ 
ican quickens w ith the m orning light. 
McDonald concluded his oration in these 
words: 
And w hen th e sublim e structure of our re­ 
public falls, let it be iu the chaos oí nations. 
Even then, may Liberty, seizing her standard, 
relighting her torch at the com m on funeral 
pyre, an a m ounting through tum ultuous anil 
terror-stricken ciouds, stand im perishable on 
th e battlem ents of H eaven, and wave a last 
good night to the world. 
lu those days the following was 
given as the favorite recipe for an editorial 
beverage, and the worst of it is it was too 
generally observed: 
“Take one pint of 
whisky; stir it well with a spoonful of 
whisky; then add another pint of whisky; 
beat carefully with a spoon, all the time 
S 
oaring In more whisky. 
Fill a large 
owl with water, and have the servant set 
it out of your reach. Take a tum bler, pour 
in two spoonfuls of water; then ponr out 
the water, and fill up w ith whisky, and 
add to the above. Flavor with whisky to 
your tasie. 
Result—a stunning editorial.’’ 
Tbe fact was published thirty years 
ago that, in 1837, Abrabaru Lincoln, then 
a member of the Illinois Legislature, pre­ 
sented a report taking issue with a series of 
, resolutions asking the Government to abol­ 
ish slavery in the District of Columbia. 
Lincoln was then a strong enem y of 
slavery, but in his report he condemned tbe 
policy of the Abolitionists, and held that 
the question was one that should be deter­ 
m ined by tbe people of tbe District. 
. 
A call was issued for tbe organiza­ 
tion of a Bell and Everett party in this 
city. It was signed by A. P. Oatlin, H. O. 
Beatty, C. S. Coffin. Jam es Maddux, David 
Meeker, R H. McDonald. L. A. Booth, B. 
H . Lee. G. W . Bowie, John H. Gass M, H 
Fowler, G. W. Davis, Daniel 8 Ilavden J 
H . Shirley, G. W. W hitlock, Jam es Scott 
and Jam es Queen. 
A party of Piute Indians came 
upon a young man one dav on (he bank of 
a stream n Long valley, Nev., and a des­ 
perate fight ensued. ' The white 
man, 
though badly wounded, made a gallant 
stand, killing three of the savages and dis­ 
persing the others. 
H e was found the 
next day and taken to Steamboat Springs, 
w here his wounds were attended to. 
The 
Douglas Democratic 
press 
were objecting to Joe Lane, Breckenridge’s 
running mate for the Vice-Presidency, be­ 
cause; H e spelled God witha little? . 
He 
spelled barracks, barraje. H e spelled dirt 
w ith two t’». There were some other ob­ 
je c tio n s , but these were deemed sufficient. 
Toll’s Hotel, on the corner of 
Seventh and K stree's, bad ju st been com­ 
pleted and opened to the public. It lias for 
m anv years since been known as the Capi­ 
tal. 
T he 8isters of Mercy had then 
purchased the property where the convent 
now stands, and were preparing to erect 
tbeir first building thereon. 
A t Naps, July 2Stb. John H . Mo­ 
ran, form erly of this city, was married to 
Miss Julia E. W hite, of the former place. 
Dr. Obed Harvey, the well-known 


Republican of this county, then a resident 
of Placerville, was a warm adherent of 
Stephen A. Douglas. 
At Scales, Sierra county, two little 
children of a family named King came 
borne one day from the woods with a live 
rattlesnake wbich they had c a p tu re d . They 
w ere made to throw it down when tbe re p ­ 
tile at oDce showed fight. 
The Marsh Juvenile Troupe were 
performing at the Metropolitan Theater. 
Messrs. Chalm ers & Bishop had 
just laid tbe in plant for the Red Bluff 
Independent. 
John Dowdell, who bad a farm 
near the river, some nine miles below this 
city, suddenly disappeared. The story was 
that he had got away with considerable 
money belonging to other parties. This 
could hardly have been the case, as a week 
afterward the U n i o n acknowledged the re­ 
ceipt of some fruit from him . 
Potatoes were cbeap here in those 
days, selling at 25cents per sack. 
The Sacramento Lyceum was de­ 
bating the question of tbe division of tbe 
8tate by a line running east and west, south 
of Monterey county. 
On July 4th, Flora Temple de­ 
feated George M Patchen in three straight 
heats, at Philadelphia, in 2:224.2:21f, 2:37i. 
The 
fastest quarter was :31J and the 
half in 1:09J.

public convenience will be supplied within 
a very short time. W hen a sufficient 
am ount of stock is subscribed a meeting of 
the subscribers will be held and a corpora­ 
tion formed snd a location for the baths 
selected. W here they will be located is a 
m atter that will rest entirely with the cor­ 
poration. 
" 
W hen the first meeting looking to the 
establishment of the baths was held there 
was some discussion in regard to location 
and there seemed to be an impression that it 
would be difficult to find a good location, ex­ 
cept near the river, and the objection raised 
to that was that the water would be muddy 
or else it would have to be filtered at a 
heavy expense. 
Since then it has de­ 
veloped tnat if there be objections to tbe 
river water good locations mav be found 
where there are wells of clear.'soft water, 
fully capable of supplying the demand. 
The corporation will doubtless have several 
good places to choose from when the pro­ 
per time arrives. 
Mr. Jacob Gebert yesterday stated to a 
representative of tbe R ecord-U n io n that he 
was warm ly in favor of the establishment 
of the baths, and wanted to see the plan 
succeed. 
H e had already subscribed $100 
aud would take more stock if it was neces­ 
sary, no m atter wheie the baths were lo­ 
cated, for he believed they would pay if lo­ 
cated almost any place within the city 
limits. 
W hen the proper tim e arrived, 
however, he proposed to call the attention 
of the corporation to his half block on tbe 
corner of Twenty-first and O streets, which 
he believed, for various reasons, possessed 
more advantages than any other site in the 
city. H e was ready to sell the lot at a low 
price, or lease it for a term of vears at a nom- 
nal rental, or build tbe bath-house upon it 
and rent the whole thing, and at the same 
tim e pum p all the water at cost. 
For this 
purpose he has excellent tacilities on the 
block below, where he has one of the finest 
steel boilers in the city, with heavy 
pum ping machinery, located over a practi­ 
cally inexhaastible well of clear, soft 
water. The ground is high, and is con­ 
nected by four stone sewers with the main 
sewer, so that the drainage would be per­ 
fect. 
It is located on the line of the street 
railway and is easily accessible from all 
parts of the city. In fact, Mr. Gebert thinks 
he can offer more inducem ents than any­ 
one else. But, as slated, the question of 
location is one that m ust be settied by the 
corporation after its organization, and it 
will probably be settled on pure business 
principles. 


ABOUT A STAND-OFF. 


A L ady's Id e a o f W h at C on stitu tes D is­ 
tu rb in g th e P e a c e . 
Dr. F. L. Atkinson was in the Police Court 
yesterday charged with disturbing the 
peace of a Mrs. Adams. The testimony 
went to show that the doctor rented a 
house near the corner of Seventh and I 
streets to Mrs. Adams and her husband. 
She paid him $10 advance money, and he 
had the house renovated for her. 
After everything was in readiness for the 
tenants to move in, Mrs. Adams w ent to 
the office of the landlord and told him she 
would not take the house. She had re­ 
ceived a letter from M ontana which called 
her thither, and asked for the advance 
money which she had given the doctor.

He gave her $5, 
however.

The prosecuting witness claimed that he 
afterwards met herself and husband on the 
street and used sim ilar language again. 
She therefore considered her peace dis­ 
turbed. 
Judge Buckley reviewed the case and dis­ 
missed the charge. H e said he did not be­ 
lieve Mrs Adams’ peace was disturbed on 
account of tbe language used. 
H e recalled

Residents of the Swamp Land District 
im mediately south of the city, to the num ­ 
ber of about forty, m et at Oak H all yester­ 
day in response to the published call for a 
m eeting of land-owners in that vicinity, 
the purpose being to consider matters in 
connection with the protection of the lauds 
on the east side ot the river below the city, 
and the advisability of forming a swamp 
land district. 
Among the more prom inent land-owners 
present were: Colonel Jam es McNasser, 
Daniel Flint, Jam es O’Neill, O. H . Lovdal, 
George Peters, E. R. Edwards, Carl H un­ 
ger, A. Grondona, W m. Curtiss, John Neal, 
B. L Edwards, C. P. Massey, A. Rock, B. 
W . Cavanaugh, J. H . H am ilton, John 
W illiams, Frank Joseph, J. C. Bumgartel, 
Michael Twohey, E. H. Hopper, Joseph 
Grondona, R. Sberburn, Frank Asohnauer, 
C. C. Taft and T. B. Lovdal. 
Mayor Comstock, of this city, was also 
present, as a guarantee of the good will 
and feeling of the city in the matter. 
The meeting was called to order bv Colo­ 
nel Jam es McNasser. Jam es O’Neill was 
elected Chairman and E. R. Edwards Sec­ 
retary. 
A lter the Chairman had stated the object 
of the meeting, Colonel McNasser spoke at 
length on the subject of protection for the 
low lands below the city from overflow 
and tbe necessity for their reclamation.

METAPHORICALLY 
SPEAKING. 


A C oron er’s Ju ry Mlg on th e D oily of 
Van F oo. 
An inquest was held last evening by 
Coroner Clark on the rem ains of Van Foo, 
the Chinaman who comm itted suicide at 
the City Prison on Friday morning. The 
deceased murdered a Chinam an at Court- 
land three years ago and then fled. 
Sheriff W. R. M cFarland of San Diego 
testified before the jury that he arrested 
the deceased acd one Ah Dock about one 
m onth ago on account of an altercation 
which occurred between the two. and in 
which Yan Foo was injured. 
Ah Dock 
had told him (M cFarland) that Yan Foo 
murdered Gum Bac Lee at Conrtland three 
years ago. After the m urder Foo escaped 
and went to his (Ah Dock's) house at 
Stockton and told him that be had killed a 
Chinaman. 
Ah Docx said he concealed the m urderer 
for some time, until he had an opnortunity 
to get out of that section of the’ country 
w ithout being detected. 
After hearing this statem ent from Ah 
Dock, the witness sent a telegram to Chief 
of Police Drew of Sacramento, asking if 
Yan Foo was wanted. 
Chief Drew re­ 
plied by wire, requesting that Foo be 
brought here. During the trip up the 
prisoner was continually watching for a 
chance to escape, but made no direct at­ 
tem pt. H e denied having committed the 
murder. 
Chief of Police Drew testified to having 
taken a photograph of the deceased to 
Conrtland. It was identified theie by the 
Chinamen as being that of Yan Foo, the 
man who murdered Gnm B ic Lee. 
Officer Rider testified to the fact of his 
finding the deceased dead in a cell at the 
City Prison on Friday morning, where he 
had hung him self with a silk sash. 
Tbe jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that the deceased was the m urderer of 
Gum Bac Lee, and that he committed 
suicide by hanging himself.

This 
year the peach crop in the East is alm ost a 
complete failure, and there is n large open­ 
ing for California fruit, and they m ust 
have it. They have a better m arket and 
can pay better prices for our fruit, than 
other cities, and he expects to ship large 
quantities. H e is obtaining fruit from va­ 
rious sections in the 8tate, but will make 
Sacram ento his headquarters.

But if it 
could, it would be folly, so long as China­ 
town remains where it does. 
People of

A conespondent is given free expression 
below upon an interesting topic. Some 
notes are added at the conclusion by the 
R ecord U n io n , to correct errors into which 
the correspondent falls: 


E d s. S u n d a y U n io n : For the past m onth our 
citizens have been talking of the feasibility of a 
bathing establishm ent. 
Various ideas have 
been put forward, and m any of them w ith per­ 
sonal interests. The first and greatest of alt in ­ 
terests is will this pay interest on the invest­ 
m ent and expense of superintending? 
The 
w riter thinks it possible to m ake it a paying 
investm ent. We have as fine a pond of fresh 
and natnraliy pure w ater as can be found, 
known as “ Lake Como " At present it is a 
oum piiig-ground tor refuse and the w ater is con­ 
tam inated. There is picnty of surface area in 
it and to spare, and the enterprising m an w ill 
readily see th a t the banks all around this lake 
can be made a pleasant grassy green. 
It can be done by adding thirty or forty feet to 
the banks of fresh earth, a few hundred car­ 
loads of gravel put over the bottom , aud we 
w ill have a pond at our doors. Then go up the 
Am erican river six or seven m iles, lay a one- 
foot sewer pipe w ith one-foot grade to the mile, 
and we w ill raise the pond level three feet 
higher th an it now is. P u t i n a one-foot pipe 
leading to the river, turn iu the stream , and in 
tw enty days' tim e all the stagnant pool w ill be 
cleansed 
i t w ill then be ready for use. 
B ath­ 
ing booth* and seats can be erected as de 
m anded. 
Boats m ay be added for pleasure, and 
a sm all fee charged. A large Moating barge 
m ight be put in or m ade stationary in the center 
at sm all expense, w here the more expert sw im ­ 
m ers could give exhibitions of skill in deep 
w ater: or the piece in the center can be used 
for 
the evening 
concerts by 
our 
bands, 
and 
the 
citizen, 
resting from 
his day’s 
labor, can enjoy him self on the banks of 
“ L»ke Como” and forget bis toil. In tim e the 
m uch disliked place can be converted into a 
recreation lake and a pleasure g'ound, for its 
slopes can be made a garden. But while the pond 
would be a bathing or boating resort, the p o n l 
lily and other w ater plants could be cultivated 
in it, and w ith trees and (lowering t lam s on tbe 
banks, it would be more ornam eutal th an the 
bunches of willows th a t now partially encircle 
it. Such im provem ent would show to the world 
th a t we are an enterprising people, aud every 
train th a t passes w ould take out for us au ad­ 
vertisem ent th a t Sacram ento has the Buest re­ 
creation pond in the land.

M any L iv es Lost and H u n d red s o f H ou ses 
W reck ed . 


L a w r e n c e tM ass.), Ju ly 26th.—A cyclone 
stru ck Law rence sho rtly after 9 a . m ., caus­ 
ing great dam age and loss of life. 
A heavy 
rain was falling, and suddenly a black 
cloud descended upon S outh Lawrence, 
tearing trees np by th e roots, overturning 
houses and causing frightful havoc. 
Over 
100 houses on Springfield, Salem and P o rt­ 
lan d streets were w recked. 
Six people 
w ere killed ou trig h t and fifty injured. T he 
cyclone took a northeasterly course. 
A fter 
th e storm th e sight was a terrible one. 
Looking u p Springfield street could be 
seen th e w recks of m any houses, and from 
them cam e cries of help. 
T he houses were 
all of wood, an d th e w reck was all the 
worse therefor. 
A s soon as th e terrified 
sufferers recovered 
from 
th e shock an 
alarm was ru n g in and part of th e fire ap­ 
paratus an d police am bulances responded. 
H undreds began th e work of rescue. 
From th e ru in s of th eir houses were 
taken out the fallow ing: 
Mrs. O ’C onnell, 
lb Springfield 
street, 
crushed: 
M am ie 
O’Connell, neck broken; M ary Lyon, aged 
40. crushed; Mrs. Collins, Portland street, 
crushed; her child, 4 years old, crushed. 
T he child of Ju lia Beattie, w hich is buried 
in the ruins, has not yet been found. 
O f 
th e injured som e, especially those of the 
fam ily of M artin M cLaughlin, are seri­ 
ously, if n ot fatally hu rt. 
T he dam age to property is over $100,000.

L a w r e n c e (M ass.), Ju ly 26th.—A cy­ 
clone, the first of any considerable im p o rt­ 
ance w ithin m em ory in New E ngland, and 
one equaling in destructive pow er those so 
frequently reported from th e W estern com ­ 
m unities. visited th e suburbs of South 
Law rence this m orning, and in fifteen 
m in u tes bad killed eight people, seriously 
w ounding from fifteen to tw enty

feet wide and a m ile long, rendering m any 
people hom eless. 
It destroyed or greatly dam aged som e 75 
to 100 buildings, m ostly dw elling-houses, 
leveled th e beautiful square, w ith over 500 
trees, an J entailed a property loss now esti­ 
m ated a t $100 000. all o f w hich is u n in ­ 
sured against dam age by w ind and storm . 
T he calam ity is tu e greatest w hich has 
visited Law rence since the fall an d b u rn ­ 
ing o f th e Pem berton M ills, th irty years 
ago. 
S outh Law rence is a busy railroad ju n c ­ 
tio n , an d in th e vicinity were m any wooden 


houses. 
T hey are occupied m ostly by 
w ell-to-do m echanics, and am ong these the 
cyclone spent its greatest fury. 
T h e a ir w as ho t an d 
h u m id . 
D ark 
clouds 
scurried 
w esterly 
th ro u g h th e 
heavens w ith interm itted rain. 
Suddenly 
th e w ind veered and an in k y black cone­ 
like cloud seem ed to drop from th e cum u- 
lous m ass an d m oved rapidly w ith aw ful 
aspect tow ard th e city. 
I t was accom ­ 
panied by torrents of rain. 
In an in stant 
th e crash cam e. 
BuildiDgs w ere lifted 
from th e ir foundations 
and dashed to 
pieces, oth ers w ere tipped over or blow n 
from th eir position, an d m ore or less 
dam aged. 
T h e air w as filled w ith debris. 
M ost of 
those w ho m et death in th e w reck were 
killed in stan tly .

cyclone touched th e earth at or n ear the

I t traversed its 
entire 
length 
and 
dem olished 
nearly 
everything in its course, 
including

bouse on F oster street and tw o on South 
U nion street, w here they cross Springfield 
street. 
It passed from Springfield street 
in to U nion Square, leveling over 500 trees, 
and thence over the Sbaw son river into 
A ndover, w here it exhausted its fury on 
th e trees and fences. 
T h e cyclone entered Springfield street, 
w here 
th e 
greatest 
devastation 
was 
w rought. 
W hen house No. 31 fell, O 'Con­ 
nell. his wife and daughter, M am ie, were 
carried dow n w ith it. 
O 'C onnell was first 
to be extricated, an d he suffers severe in ­ 
ternal injuries. 
H is wife and daughter 
w ere rem oved from th e ru in s after over 
tw o h o n rs’ h ard w ork, both dead. 
On P o rtlan d street a lum ber yard was 
blow n to atom s. 
T he gate keeper at the 
crossing was lifted bodily from his cabin 
and carried som e distance. 
H e w as seri­ 
ously shaken up and was for som e tim e 
unconscious. 
No. 16 was occupied below by W illiam 
C ollins. 
It was lifted from its foundation,

children. 
F o r a m om ent h eart-rending 
shrieks cam e from th e heap o f rubbish, 
then all was still.

T he w ind continued in th e direc­ 
tion of Springfield street, northeastw ard 
through U nion Square, broadening out, 
tw isting trees in every conceivable shape.

In terv iew 
w ith 
A ssista n t 
P o stm a ster- 
G en eral C lark son . 


C h ic a g o , 
Ju ly 26th.—In an interview 
here to-day, A ssistant Postm aster-G eneral 
C larkson, w ho has ju st returned from a 
three m o n th s’ to u r th roughout th e west 
and northw est, declares his belief th a t the 
W orld's F air w ill be a failure if th e site is 
divided. 
T his prediction is based on con­ 
versations w ith representative m en of the 
W estern States th ro u g h w hich he passed. 
“ W e should rem em ber,” he said, "th a t 
m ore th an one-half of th e productiveness 
of this country is due to th e farm ers, and 
w ithout th e m ost am ple and conspicuous 
place being given to agricultural interests, 
it w ould be disastrous. 
O ne of the greatest 
attributes of a successful fair is th e integ­ 
rity of its whole. 
T he W est is laying great 
store in the F air. 
It is interested in its 
success, recognizing th a t from such success 
the greatest advantage to itself w ill accrue. 
“C alifornia is especially ac'ive, and in ­ 
tends to m ake such an exhibit as shall 
challenge th e adm iration of all beholders. 
O ther W estern States w ill m ake earnest 
efforts to keep au equal pace, but they 
m ust n o t be perm itted to th in k th e agri­ 
cultural d epartm ent Is to be an ything of a 
side show . 
Y et th e proposition to divide 
the site has created such rum or, w hich has 
spread over a wide area, and has already in ­ 
spired a subtle influence of antagonism in 
the m inds of m any. 
T hese people fear 
th a t w ith a tlivided site the art and m e­ 
chanical departm ents will be placed on the 
lake front, and agriculture shoved off to 
J-'ckson P ark. 
T hey th in k th e visitors, 
after w andering through th e lake front 
exhibit, w ili no t look w ith m uch favor on 
th e idea of going several m iles to w hat 
w ill he called an agricultural side show , 
and if th at is to be th e case they w ant to 
know w hy they should p u t them selves to 
trouble in m aking ex h ib its.”

Several blows were struck, 
and both m en w orked tow ard th e m iddle 
of the street, 
F iske th en turned and ran 
up M ariposa tow ard J street, followed by 
S tillm an , w ho had a revolver in his hand, 
and about ten feet in the rear. 
W hen they 
were in front of B u rk & M onroe’s drug­ 
store 
S tillm an 
fired 
a 
shot 
in to 
F iske’s back. 
T hey still continued ru n ­ 
ning, 
an d 
w hen 
h alf 
way 
across 
J street a second shot was fired, follow ed 
by a th ird at close quarters, ju st as the 
w ounded m an was falling forw ard on his 
face. 
Stillm an, w ith the revolver in h is hand, 
ran around the prostrate body and w alked 
rapidly across M ariposa street in th e direc­ 
tion of th e Fresno Loan and Savings B a n s. 
W hen he reached th e m iddle of th e street 
his rig h t arm was seized by an officer. 
Stillm an struggled violently in th e grasp 
of several m en, w ho ran to the assistance 
of th e officer. 
T he prisoner was h u rried to 
jail, followed bv a trem endous crow d. 
Fiske was taken in to a drug-store w ith 
th e blood stream ing from his lips. 
H e 
was gasping for breath, an d as soon as he 
was laid on th e floor he died.

T he contrast ' etw een this su b ­ 
tle attem p t on Lord Salisbury's part and 
th e generous and m anly position of M r.

A R ecou n t O rd ered b y th e S ecretary o f 
th e In terio r. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Ju ly 26th —T he Secretary 
of tbe In terio r to-day ordered a recount of 
the population of the cities of St. Paul and 
M inneapolis. 
P rior to issuing this order (lie Secretary 
had received from S uperintendent of Cen­ 
sus Porter a letter detailing the trouble re­ 
garding tb e couut of th e tw in cities, and an 
investigation was m ade by his bureau. 
In il he says in part: “ T be evidence be­ 
fore m e m ay be sum m arized as follows: In 
all probability there exists in M inneapolis a 
w idespread, organized conspiracy for in ­ 
flating the census of th at city. 
T his con­ 
spiracy was only partially carried through, 
ow ing to its early discovery. 
To w hat ex­ 
tent, how ever, th e schedules are fraudulent 
can 
be 
at 
present 
nniv 
a 
m atter 
pf corjecture. 
T hese fraudulent schedules 
take ail m anner of form s. 
F am ilies have 
been sw ollen to an im m ense size by the 
addition of children and boarders. ' T he 
capacities of existing houses have been 
taxed far beyond th eir lim its by the ad d i­ 
tion of fam ilies, and houses, w ith tneir 
contents, have been invented by hundreds. 
In addition to these palpable frauds, th e 
transients and m ealers have been e n u m e­ 
rated a t the hotels and boarding-houses, 
and the em ployes have been enum erated 
a t th eir shops, as well as th eir houses, in 
large num bers. 
"In St. Paul there has been discovered 
n o evidence of an organized conspiracy, but 
num erous cases of illegal additions to the 
schedules have been found. 
T he addi­ 
tions are sim ilar in character to those dis­ 
covered in M inneapolis, but are not by any 
m eans as w idespread or extensive. 
“ In view of this condition of things, it 
seem s im possible to be assured o f a correct 
census of these tw o cities w ithout m aking 
a recount th roughout.” 
Superintendent Porier says th at no proof 
w hatever ha9 been presented th at th e 8u- 
pet visors of St. P au l or M inneapolis were 
parties to th e frauds. 
J a m ts H . W ardle, A ssistant Chief Clerk 
of tb e Censns B ureau, w ill have charge of 
tbe w ork at St. P au l, and F . W . K ruz, a 
special agent, at M inneapolis.

W a s h in g t o n , July 26ih.—To-day in the Sen­ 
ate M itchell offered a concurrent resolution, 
w hich was referred to the Com m ittee on Fi­ 
nance, 6tating th at the United States would 
hail w ith approbation any reciprocal arrange­ 
m ent, by treaty of otherw ise, between the Gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States and th e Gov­ 
ernm ents of all or any of the South or Central 
Am erican States, w hereby there shall be adm it­ 
ted to the ports of such nations free from all n a­ 
tional, provincial, m unicipal and other tariffs 
or taxes the products of the Uuited States, in­ 
cluding flour, com m eal and other breadstuff's, 
preserved m eats, fruits, hides, vegetables, cot­ 
ton seed oil, rice and other provisions, and all 
articles of food, lum ber, furniture aud all other 
articles cf wood, agricultural im plem ents and 
m achinery, structural steel, and iron aud steel 
rails, locomotives, railw ay cars aud supplies of 
street ears, refined petroleum and such other 
products ot the United Mates as m ay be agreed 
upon, but declaring th a t it is nut ihe sense ot 
the Uuited States th at in any such treaty of 
reciprocal arrangem ent the artic es of foreign 
wool or hides in any form should be adm itted 
free into the ports of this country, aud it de­ 
clares that in aD \- treaty or reciprocal arrauge- 
m eut th a t may be entered inlo looking to the 
opening of such loreigu ports to the products 
nam ed, it is not the sense of the U nited States 
th at the articles oí wool or hides produced in 
anv of those countries shall be adm itted free of 
duty into the ports ot the United Mates, and it 
requests the President ot the Uuited htates to 
.om it any such nation from the list of prod­ 
ucts of such countries to be adm itted into the 
ports of the United States, the article of wool in 
any of its forms, and also hides. 
The Senate resum ed consideration of the tariff 
bill and was addressed by Morgan. He said the 
pend ng bill bore more heavily ou the laboring 
classes than on the capitalist class or any other 
class. Me w ent on to speak of the colored peo­ 
ple who, not being capitalists, m anufacturers, 
or skilled workm en, could not possibly derive 
any advantages ftom protection, aud who yet 
had to hear the burdens w hich It imposed upon 
the people. 
He yielded to interruptions by- 
Hawley, who said th at in Alabam a am i other 
States the colored m an was being em ployed as 
a skilled w orkm an in factories and foundries, 
and to Hear, who m entioned the case of a 
colored m an who was selected receutly by his 
fellow students at H arvard University to deliver 
the valedictory. His response to Hoar was th at 
the case w hich he m entioned was an excep­ 
tional one, som ewhat ak in io "B lind Tom,” and 
his response to Hawley was th at w hat 
he 
(Morgan) had 
been trying to find out was 
w hether auv negro operatives were em plovcd 
in the N orthern factories. 
He also yielded to 
Vest, who presented an advertisem ent from the 
Springfield, Mass., Fire and Insurance Com­ 
pany, show ing a prohibition to its agents against 
insuring houses occupied by negroes, or negro 
churches or school houses 
In reply to the rem ark by Hoar, th at th a t pro­ 
hibition applied only to the Southern States, 
\ est asserted that it applied to the whole coun­ 
try'. 
Morgan w ent on to criticise the bill in detail 
and show how hard it would be on the negroes 
ot the south. Vest th en obtained th e Hoar aud 
the tariff bill w ent over till Monday. 
On .m otion of Wilson, of Iowa, th e House 
am endm ents to the “ original package” bill 
were non-concurred in, aud a conference was 
oidered. 
The bill passed granting a pension of $2,000 a 
v e a rto th e widow of the late General Crook. 
Bills were also passed giving a like pension to 
Mrs. Frem ont aud Mrs. McClellan. 
Adjourned.

the critical developm ents in th e east. 
A ll 
idea of adopting legal m easures to suppress 
B ism arck’s utterance have, how ever, been 
abandoned. 
T lie E m peror will retu rn from E ngland 
A ugust 8th, and pass a week at Potsdam 
before starling for R ussia. 
H e w ill return 
from R ussia on th e 25th. and w ithin a 
m onth thereafter it will be know n w hether 
th e 
G erm an-A ustrian 
relations 
w ith 
R ussia will be m ore friendly or strained to 
the point of a rupture. 
T he Grashdanin of St. Petersburg, w hich 
is credited w ith an occasional inspiration 
by the Czar, says of th e R ussian policies in 
th e B a lk a n s: 
T he basis of th e expected 
arrangem ent appears to be th e Czar’s ac 
ceptance of E m peror W illiam ’s candidate 
for th e B ulgarian throne. 
T he events in 
B ulgaria, how ever, m ay precipitate a revo­ 
lution and nullify th is diplom acy. 
In 
view of a possible ra p tu re w ith R ussia, 
E m peror W illiam , d uring his recent visit 
to C openhagen an d C hristian, revived the 
proposal for a Scandinavian coalition, in ­ 
cluding th e reabsorption of F in lan d by 
Sw eden. 
T he E m peror offered K ing Oscar 
as th e price o f Sw eden's entry in Drei- 
b und the prospective restoration of F in lan d . 


BISMARCK INTERVIEWED. 
P rince B ism arck, giving th e Novoe Utemya 
correspondent a second interview , deplored 
th e m enacing aspect of affairs, and said he 
felt it now m ore th an ever his chief duty 
to try to assure .the peace of Europe. 
“ W hy,” he asked, “should G erm any con­ 
tin u é to regard R ussia as an inevitable 
enem y?” 
A t th e present m om ent, he said, 
absolntely no reason exists for G erm an w ar 
w ith R ussia, and an attack on R ussia by 
G erm ans w ss inconceivable on any good 
grounds. 
G erm any's energies ought to be 
concentrated in dealing w ith the dapgers o f 
socialism . 
T he longer th e State gave way 
to the A narchists’ dem ands th e bloodier 
w ould be tbe issue. 
T he w hole tenor of th e interview sng- 
gests th st B ism arck is unreconciled to th e 
K aiser. 
H e will becom e a form idable op­ 
ponent in any line of foreign policy in ­ 
volving a quarrel w ith R ussia.

HEAT OF THE SUN. 


A T h eory a s to th e 
R ad ical 
C hange-, 
W h ich C lim a tes U ndergo. 
T here seems to be sufficient reason for 
th e belief th a t th e h eat a t present em itted 
from th e sun is n e ith e r g reater nor less 
th an th at w hich our lum inary used to dis­ 
pense ages ago, says Good Words. 
W here 
th e vine anti th e olive now grow th e vine 
and th e olive were grow ing tw enty cen­ 
tu ries back. 
W e m ust not, how ever, place 
too strong a reliance on th e deduction 
from such a fact. 
D arw in has tau g h t us 
how by n atu ral selection an organism can 
preserve its ad aptation notw ithstanding 
th e gradual change of th e surrounding 
conditions. 
T h e facts, however, fail to 
show any grounds for im agining tiiat th ere 
have been changes in th e clim ates of th e 
earth w ith historic tim es. 
W e have geological evidence as to th e 
character of th e clim ate w hich prevailed 
at a rem ote a n tiq u ity far earlier th a n any 
historic testim ony. 
T he records of th e 
rocks show 
us unquestionably th a t our 
globe has passed through m any striking 
vicissitudes of heat and cold. 
T h e records 
dem onstrate th a t th ere have been periods 
d uring w hich some of th e fairest regions of 
th is globe were desolated by a frost so 
frightful th a t they became th ick ly cased 
w ith solid ice. 
T here have also been pe­ 
riods when conditions of a precisely oppo­ 
site character have prevailed. Those ¡Hilar 
regions w hich are now th e perennial abode 
of im penetrable ice have once enjoyed a 
succession of long and delightful summers, 
divided by w inters rem arkably alike for 
th e ir b rev ity and m ildness. 
A rctic soli­ 
tude, now so dism al and so barrc-D, then 
nourished plants and anim als th a t can only 
th riv e under genial cond.tions of clim ate. 
N o doubt th e question as to th e origin 
of these great clim atic changes w hich 
have so frequently occurred in the course 
of geological 
tim e presents m any diffi­ 
culties. 
O pinion is divided as to w hat 
th e cause of these changes may have been. 
I do not now en ter into th is subject, be­ 
cause for our purpose it suffices to note one 
verv im portant conclusion. 
T hose who are com petent to offer an 
opinion on th e question of th e cause of th e 
geological variations of clim ate are in 
substantial accord th a t th e changes have 
not been due to any actual 
variations in 
tlie supply of h e at em itted from th e sun. 
In o th er words, th ere is not th e slightest 
reason to believe th a t th e sun itself has 
been e ith e r appreciably h o tter or appreci­ 
ably colder d u rin g geological tim es 
th an 
it is a t th e present m om ent. 


T lie F arm er’s P o sitio n . 
Professor C. S. M iller, of the M assachu­ 
setts College, on 
Sunday, 
J u n e 14th. 
preached a good serm on before th e g rad u ­ 
atin g class, from St. L uke x x i i , 32, in 
w hich h e said : 
H eretofore, in all parts 
of th e world, th e farm er has been no 
m atch for his adversary. 
H e has never 
held his own against th e soldier or the 
priest, against th e politician or th e states­ 
m an. 
In ancient tim es he was th e sla v e ; 
in th e m iddle ages th e serf. 
In th e nine­ 
teen th century he is th e slave, th e serf, 
th e peasant or th e proprietor, according to 
location. 
A m erican farm ers, as a class, 
are face to face w ith a crisis. 
T hey have 
subdued a continent, and furnished th e 
raw m aterial for our factories, bread for 
operatives, and m anhood for our civiliza­ 
tion. 
T hey have sustained th e nation’s 
cred it w ith th e ir hard-earned 
dollars, 
rescued endangering liberty w ith 
th e ir 
conscientious ballots, and defended, tim e 
and 
again, 
th e S tars and S tripes w ith 
th e ir loyal 
body. 
V igorous in 
body, 
strong in character, strik in g in in d iv id u ­ 
ality. lovers of home, m assive in com m on 
sense, fertile in resources, devot believers 
in Providence, th e farm ers of A m erica 
never allow them selves to be overw helm ed 
by th e fate th a t sunk th e tillers of th e 
soil in India, in E gypt, in E urope. 
From all parts of th is land farm ers are 
com ing together. 
O rganization and co­ 
operation are th e w onderful ideas th a t 
have aw akened them as never before. 
T hey are grasping hands w ith a g rip th a t 
m eans som ething, com paring ways and 
m eans, u n itin g upon ends to be gained. 
T h ey dem and for them selves and th e ir 
ch ild ren an education equal to th e best. 
T hey insist upon a fair share of th e profits 
of A m erican industry, claim ing th a t no 
S tate can long ex ist in w hich th e tillers 
of th e soil hear most of th e burdens and 
sh are little of th e blessings of advancing 
civilization. 
B ut th ey are in danger of m aking m is­ 
takes in th e struggle th a t shall tu rn back 
th e progress o f th e m ovem ent. 
T hey de­ 
m and leaders. 
T o supply th is dem and is 
th e im perative 
d u ty of 
th e educated 
farm er. 
W hatsoever 
of 
bodily vigor, 
m ental and m oral heroism th e educated 
farm er m ay have acquired from ancestors, 
colige or university, he w ill need th a t he 
m ay consecrate it to th e great work of 
stren g th en in g his brethren, th e f a lte r s of 
A m erica, so th a t they shall ever rem ain 
an im m ovable foundation of th is th e only 
republic whose em pire has not been readi­ 
ly underm ined.
